early June 1953 » the SHD in Ferlin had sn office staff of about 200 per- 
sons including 15 persons who wore sea police uniform* A large percentage 
of the SHD personnel in Ferlin refused to move to Stralsund, because of 
the housing situation which was rather bad as a result of war damage and 
requirements by Volkswerft Stralsund (Stralsund Shipyard) * About EG SHD 
employees in Ferlin and a large percentage of the other 120 employees 
gave notice, being specialists, who could not be replaced immediately, 
they were told that they hert to continue in Stralsund for three months until 
new personnel was initiated. They were warned that, in the event of non- 
compliance, they would obtain no employment v/ith other offices or firms in 
East Germany e Dr Frun&p , one-time head of the SHD, believed that SHD- 

work would be set back about two years as a result of the loss of specialists* 
Dr Bruns planned to continue with the SHD until the fall of X954<>
